November  Thoughts 

I  v/ill  leave  it  to  others  to  wax 
poetic  about  the  bare  trees  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  the  frosty  dawn  and  the  chilling 
dusk  of  this  mid-season  month.  It  is 
a  bridge  of  sorts,  a  link  between  the 
vivid  and  brilliant  hues  of  October 
and  the  icy  blasts  of  December.  But, 
as  you  know,  we  Jews  have  a  propen¬ 
sity  for  infusing  time  with  special 
meanings.  September  wakens  us  from 
the  doldrums  of  summer  with  the 
Shcfar  blast.  October  we  raised  our 
voices  in  song  as  we  marched  around 
the  synagogue,  lulav  and  etrog  in 
hand,  surrounded  by  the  rich  autumn 
harvest  colors.  Now  in  November  a 
number  of  important  dates  and  events 
come  to  mind.  On  November  2 — • 
sixty  years  ago — the  Balfour  Declara¬ 
tion  was  adopted  and  on  November 
29  —  thirty  years  ago  —  the  United 
Nations  adopted  the  resolution  in 
favor  of  the  creation  of  a  Jewish 
State,  and  the  entire  month  is  known 
as  Jewish  Book  month. 

If  we  think  of  these  three  obser¬ 
vances,  we  see  in  them  a  common 
link.  First,  Zionism  is  a  movement 
which  saw  the  light  of  day  in  the 
pages  of  the  Bible  during  the  days 
of  the  Patriarchs.  Zionist  idealogues 


have  often  stated  that  the  Bible  is 
their  charter.  Secondly,  we  have 
prided  ourselves  in  the  description  of 
the  Jewish  people  as  “The  People 
of  the  Book”.  The  Jewish  Book,  not 
only  the  Bible,  has  characterized  the 
best  in  the  Jewish  home,  the  school 
and  cultural  life  of  the  Jew.  Through 
many  dark  years  the  Book  was  the 
source  of  light  and  hope  for  our 
people.  Alas,  to  so  many  twentieth 
century  Jews  the  Jewish  Book  has 
more  often  been  closed  than  open. 
More’s  the  pity  for  that!  For  the 
Jewish  Book  —  Hebrew,  Yiddish  or 
English  —  is  the  hope  for  our  future. 
With  books  which  enlighten,  teach, 
inspire,  provoke  and  entertain,  we 
shall  fill  our  own  lives  with  new 
content,  and  we  shall  be  helped  to 
bequeath  to  our  children  a  rich  and 
unique  civilization.  Honor  the  Jewish 
Book!

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Rabbi  Nadich  Announces  $500,000  Challenge 
Grant  For  Building  Fund 


In  a  dramatic  report  at  the  Yom 
Kippur  Services,  Rabbi  Judah  Nadich 
announced  an  anonymous  pledge  of  a 
gift  of  $500,000  to  the  Building  Con¬ 
struction  Fund  on  a  “matching  grant” 
basis.  For  every  dollar  which  is 
pledged  by  a  member  of  the  congre¬ 
gation,  the  donor  will  send  a  matching 
dollar  to  the  Building  Fund.  The  pur¬ 
pose  is  to  raise  $1,000,000  rapidly  and 
insure  an  early  start  on  the  new 
building. 

Rabbi  Nadich  describes  the  gift  as 
exemplifying  the  highest  tradition  of 
Tzedakah.  Its  challenge  to  the  congre¬ 
gation  serves  as  the  final  thrust  which 
will  assure  us  of  a  new  school  building. 

George  M.  Shapiro,  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  called  for  unity  in  this  final 
effort  to  achieve  our  goal — to  make 
the  dream  a  reality.  “If  the  members 
of  the  congregation  respond  promptly 


with  gifts  of  an  additional  $500,000, 
we  will  be  able  to  add  a  full  million 
dollars  to  our  Fund.  If  we  add  this 
million  dollars  to  the  funds  already 
on  hand,  we  will  be  able  to  start  con¬ 
struction  early  next  Spring  and  assure 
a  finished  building,  in  operation,  be¬ 
fore  our  100th  Anniversary.” 

Mr.  Shapiro,  at  a  recent  meeting  of 
Synagogue  leaders,  reviewed  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  contemplated  project  on 
Madison  Avenue  beginning  with  the 
purchase  of  property  during  the  ad¬ 
ministration  of  Joseph  Howard  Katz. 
He  described  the  contribution  of  his 
predecessors  in  office  and  the  help  of 
Robert  Olnick  in  developing  a  fine 
architectural  concept. 

The  Chairman  paid  tribute  to  the 
dedicated  efforts  of  Samuel  Lemberg 
and  Isidore  M.  Cohen  during  “Phase 
One”  of  the  Building  Fund  Campaign 


which  produced  $1,000,000  for  the 
acquisition  of  the  land,  the  demolition 
of  the  existing  buildings  and  the  re¬ 
furbishing  of  the  Synagogue  and  the 
Milton  Steinberg  House. 

“Phase  Two”  of  the  campaign  was 
designed  to  raise  $3,000,000  for  the 
construction  and  furnishing  of  the  new 
building.  At  present,  approximately 
$1,600,000  is  on  hand  in  cash,  securi¬ 
ties  and  pledges  in  the  construction 
fund. 

“Phase  Three”  of  the  campaign  with 
its  challenge  to  give  “double  duty 
dollars”  in  the  current  year,  will  bring 
the  total  on  hand  to  $2.6  million  in 
cash  and  pledges — enough  to  assure 
a  ground-breaking  by  next  Spring. 

The  plans  for  the  foundation  are 
substantially  complete  and  ready  for 
bids  to  be  taken.  The  architect’s  plans 
for  the  building  itself  are  in  the  final 
stage. 


Congregation  Rallies  To  Match  The  Challenge  Gift 


The  Synagogue  leaders,  assured  that 
the  challenge  will  be  met  by  the  con¬ 
gregation,  have  unanimously  agreed: 

1.  That  a  vigorous  campaign,  be 
instituted  at  once  to  raise  match¬ 
ing  funds  of  $500,000. 

2.  That  the  architect  be  instructed 
to  complete  the  foundation  plans 
as  soon  as  possible  and  that  bids 
be  taken  for  the  excavation  and 
installation  of  the  foundation. 

3.  That  the  final  plans  and  specifi¬ 


cations  for  the  building  be  com¬ 
pleted  as  promptly  as  possible 
so  that  bids  may  be  taken  and 
actual  construction  of  the  build¬ 
ing  may  be  commenced  by  June 
15. 

4.  That  arrangement  be  made  for 
a  ceremonial  ground  breaking  to 
be  held  in  the  immediate  future 
—  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  congregants,  stirred  by  the  chal¬ 
lenge  of  the  anonymous  benefactor, 
have  rallied  in  support  of  “Phase 


Three”  of  the  Building  Construction 
Campaign.  During  the  six  weeks  since 
September  21st,  $198,599  in  pledges 
and  cash  have  been  received  from 
congregants,  who  in  some  cases  were 
adding  generously  to  the  gifts  already 
contributed  in  the  earlier  phases  of 
the  campaign. 

It  is  important  to  bear  in  mind  that 
whether  you  are  adding  to  a  previous 
pledge  or  making  a  pledge  for  the 
first  time,  the  monies  may  be  paid 
over  a  four  year  period.

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Questions  And  Answers  On  The  New  Building 


Q.  How  costly  do  you  expect  the 
new  building  to  be? 

A.  On  the  basis  of  preliminary  esti¬ 
mates,  we  are  aiming  at  a  total  cost 
of  $3  million,  including  equipment  and 
furnishings. 

Q.  What  will  the  new  building  pro¬ 
vide? 

A.  The  primary  goal  is  to  provide 
additional  classrooms  and  supporting 
facilities  for  the  nursery  school- 
kindergarten,  the  elementary  school 
and  the  high  school.  When  the  Milton 
Steinberg  House  was  planned  about  25 
years  ago,  the  building  was  designed 
to  accommodate  between  175  and  200 
students.  Our  present  enrollment  is 
more  than  400  students.  The  new 
building  will  provide  facilities  for 
approximately  600  students  with  li¬ 
brary  facilities,  play  areas,  and  special 
activity  for  the  entire  educational  pro¬ 
gram. 

Q.  Will  the  new  building  provide 
other  benefits? 

A.  There  will  be  many  new  benefits. 
We  are  planning  a  modern  banquet 
and  social  facility  which  will  accom¬ 
modate  500  people  at  a  sit-down 
dinner.  There  will  be  an  attractive 
reception  area,  a  new  bride’s  room, 
efficient  check-room  arrangemnts,  and 
a  larger  Sisterhood  Lounge.  A  greatly 
enlarged  kitchen  with  adequate  stor¬ 
age  space  and  disposal  facilities  will 
permit  the  efficent  preparation  and 
service  of  food. 

Q.  What  about  the  facilities  for 
worship? 

A.  The  Lemberg  Auditorium  area 
will  be  enlarged.  It  will  have  a  higher 
ceiling,  improved  acoustics,  and  per¬ 
manent  built-in  facilities  for  worship 
on  the  High  Holy  Days.  The  “bimah” 
and  the  Ark  will  be  attractively 
screened  and  architecturally  concealed 
when  not  in  use.  We  will  create  an 
additional  religious  sanctuary  which 
will  have  dignity  and  offer  a  com¬ 
fortable  place  for  worship.  The  new 
area  will  provide  550  additional  seats. 
The  increased  capacity  should  produce 


a  substantial  increase  in  membership 
income  from  new  members. 

Q.  Will  the  Chapel  be  expanded? 

A.  One  of  the  most  valuable  im¬ 
provements  will  be  the  doubling  in 
the  size  of  the  Chapel.  The  present 
Chapel  is  too  small  for  our  Religious 
School  Services;  it  is  also  too  small 
for  Summer  Services.  A  larger  Chapel 
will  also  serve  for  small  weddings, 
which  do  not  require  the  seating 
capacity  of  the  Main  Sanctuary. 

Q.  What  other  benefits  do  you  see 
from  the  new  building? 

A.  A  good  waiting  area  for  parents 
whose  children  are  in  the  school; 
expanded  toilet  and  wash-room  facil¬ 
ities  on  every  floor.  In  addition  to 
the  existing  elevator,  there  will  be 
new  elevators  which  will  go  to  the 
roof  level,  thus  eliminating  the  need 
for  climbing  the  top  floor  to  the 
Sukkah. 

There  will  be  an  attractive  lounge 
for  teenagers;  a  library-learning  center 
for  reading  and  for  study.  There  will 
be  a  Music  Room  for  instruction  and 
for  listening. 

The  plans  call  for  a  central  entrance 
near  the  Madison  Ave.  corner,  which 
is  very  useful  for  security  purposes. 
Our  children  and  our  members  will  be 
able  to  go  directly  from  the  bus  stop 
to  the  entrance  door. 

O.  How  about  operating  expenses? 
Will  the  new  building  be  costly  to 
maintain?  Can  we  afford  it? 

A.  There  are  two  factors  working 
in  our  favor.  First,  the  intelligent 
design  of  the  new  building  really 
makes  it  an  extension  of  the  existing 
Milton  Steinberg  House.  Great  care 
has  been  taken  to  create  a  design 
which  will  permit  economy  and  effi¬ 
ciency  in  operation.  The  second  posi¬ 
tive  factor  is  that  an  attractive  new 
building  on  the  corner  of  87th  St. 
and  Madison  Avenue  will  attract  addi¬ 
tional  members  and  additional  students 
to  the  religious  school.  On  the  basis 
of  our  studies,  a  reasonable  estimate 
of  income  from  new  member  fees, 


tuition,  and  the  income  from  the  new 
catering  facilities  should  cover  the 
added  operating  expenses  and  pos¬ 
sibly  show  a  modest  operating  profit. 

Q.  Do  you  think  that  New  York 
City’s  problems  will  cause  an  exodus 
from  our  neighborhood? 

A.  Despite  its  woes,  the  City  re¬ 
mains  a  great  commercial  center,  the 
financial  hub  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  fewish  capital  of  America. 
While  the  Jewish  population  of  Brook¬ 
lyn,  Queens,  and  the  Bronx  has  been 
declining  in  recent  years,  the  Borough 
of  Manhattan  remains  a  special  en¬ 
clave.  There  is  a  growth  of  new 
families,  many  with  young  children. 
More  than  6,000  new  apartments  have 
been  constructed  within  a  one-mile 
radius  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue.  Our 
Synagogue  is  close  to  great  schools, 
hospitals,  and  museums.  We  are  close 
to  a  fine  YM-YWHA,  the  92nd  Street 
Y,  which  recently  constructed  a  major 
new  building.  In  fact,  five  Jewish  con¬ 
gregations  on  the  upper  East  Side 
recently  built  new  structures,  evincing 
their  faith  in  the  future  of  our  com¬ 
munity;  and  Mount  Sinai  Hospital 
committed  $160  million  for  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  its  Medical  School. 

Q.  How  are  we  doing  on  member¬ 
ship? 

A.  Our  membership  has  not  de¬ 
clined;  it  has  grown  to  a  new  level 
of  nine  hundred  thirty-five  families. 
Our  school  registration  has  increased 
steadily.  We  have  more  families  now 
with  children  than  ever  before.  The 
desire  for  synagogue  affiliation  is  real 
and  the  interest  in  excellent  religious 
education  is  real.  We  are  more  than 
a  neighborhood  institution. 

Our  synagogue  has  become  a  bell¬ 
wether  for  the  entire  Conservative 
movement  and  a  vital  adjunct  to  the 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary.  One  of 
the  responsibilities  of  leadership  is  to 
have  the  courage  and  vision  to  move 
ahead.  We  must  not  shirk  it.
